Underbrush crowds and) 
stunts the-standing timber, trees fall and ruin I 
others, valuable firewood rots and decays on'the 
ground. The only use. that has ever been made 
of the city's limber holdings 'was in the few 
weeks of wood-cutting', undertaken during' the 
fuel famine of the war period. Even hasty and 
careless as that .was, it showed a profit and per- 
formed a useful service for .the community. 


There can .be .-small doubt- .that the" city 


would not only profit substantially by making 
thoughtful use of its ./timbered part lands, but 
-that'll' would also greatly improve the usefulness 
and beauty of such areas.. Underbrush cut-out 
and sold for firewood would only increase tlic 
accessibility and charm of the "mtimproved" 
areas. Trees of small value cut down for fire- 
wood would be replaced by seedlings of varieties 
of trees that in the course of time 'would be 
worth hundreds of dollars apiece, for lumber. 
The city's .present wooded acreage, of course, is 
not liTjgejjnough to furnish an annual return of 
any great effect upon the general tax rale, but at 
least a definite development policy would appear 
to offer an opportunity to the park department 
which would not only make tlie most -of possi- 
bilities from the standpoint of .public bcanty and 
pleasure, but also add a not insignificant yearly 
sum to its too-meager appropriation.. We should 
like to see the matter seriously investigated.
